was familiarly called, nor is there 


one with a larger circle of friends, 


and hence his death, aw ay from 


home, in the very prime of life, is 


peculiarly sad. 
Mr. 
Gatlin reached 
Bunceton 


Friday forenoon'and stopped at the 


C ity hotel. 
Shortly before dinner 


he was taken ill, while seated at a 


desk writing, the pain being most 


intense. 
A physician was summoned, and 
the patient obtained temporary re­ 
lief, but his case was diagnosed as 
inflammation of the bowels, 
and 
Saturday morning he was a 
very 
sick man. 
He realized his condi­ 
tion, for he asked that his family 
be notified of his illness and sum­ 
moned to his bedside. 
In the meantime-the good people 
of Bunceton, ladies and gentlemen 
alike, did everything possible 
for 
the sufferer, but despite the efforts 
of physicians and friends he grew 
worse instead of better. 
Saturday afternoon 
the 
Beiler 
Grocery Co. was notified of 
the 
critical illness of their popular em­ 
ploye, and M rs. Gatlin and 
chil­ 
dren were at once apprised. 
Sat-

and 
urday evening 
son 
Harry 
left 
for 
Bunceton. 
There is no night train on the road 
running through the-town, so Mrs. 
Gatlin and son were forced to leave 
the M ., K . & T . at Pleasant Green 
and drive across the country, a dis­ 
tance of twelve miles. 
A t II 
o’clock 
Saturday nigh 
they reached Bunceton. 
NIr. G at­ 
lin was conscious', but was a very 
sick man. 
He did not so apprise 
his wife and son, but to others who 
waited upon him he expressed a 
fear that the end was near and that 
he would never leave 
Bunceton 
alive. 
He 
remained 
conscious 
throughout the night, with the pos­ 
sible exception of brief intervals, 
Mrs. Gatlin and Harry ministering 
at his bedside, but at 6 o’clock a. 
m. his 
spirit 
took flight to 
its 


Maker. 
T h e news of the death was soon 
known to everybody in Bunceton 
and a message was sent to Mr. A . 
N . M altby here. 
He apprised Mr. 
E . E . Brown, bookkeeper for the 
Beiler Grocery C o., and to him was 
assigned the task of apprising the 
daughters, Misses Mae and Pearle, 
of the death of their father, but 
over this scene let a veil be drawn. 
M r. Gatlin was a Mason, and 
the Masons of Bunceton left noth­ 
ing undone in behalf of the widow 


of- their dead brother. 
The body 
was placed in a hearse and left 
Bunceton at 2 145 o’clock Sunday 
afternoon for Pleasant Green, an 
escort of six ivlasons accompany­ 
ing it. 
The remains arrived here on the 
M ,, K . & T . train last evening and 
a score of friends met Mrs. Gatlin 
and Harry at 
the depot. 
They 
were taken at once to the family 
residence, S20 W est Fourth street, 
where Mrs. Gatlin, who had borne 
up 
remarkably 
well 
until 
that 
time, swooned when she met her 
daughters. 
The remains were taken to M c­ 
Laughlin Bros,, and later removed 
to the house, where during the en­ 
tire evening a liost of friends ciilled 
to offer aid and sympathy to the 
atllicted ones. 
A message was sent to the sec­ 
ond son, Orlie C. Gatlin, who left 
here on the K a ty flyer Friday with 
his bride for their home at Hous­ 
ton, Texas, after a visit with his 
parents, but it was S p. m. before 
a reply was received, the telegram 
announcing that he would start at 


once for Sedalia. 
The scene at the house where 
only a few evenings before a re­ 
ception had been given in honor of 
Orlie and his bride was heartrend­ 
ing, but the daughters 
bore 
up 
leroically 
and were a source of 
reat comfort to their mother. 
Mr. Gatlin was born at Brighton, 
Iowa, March 13, 
1 ^ 7 , and was 
married at Green Top, Schuyler 
county, Mo., where he was engag­ 
ed in merchandising, November i, 
186S. 
Four children were born of 
the union, viz. : Harry, O^lie C., 
Mae Belle and Pearle. 
In 1875 Mr. Gatlin removed to 
Sedalia and had resided here con­ 
tinuously since. 
He entered the 
employ of Hall & Beiler, wholesale 
grocers, and after a year in the 
house, was sent upon the road as a 
traveling salesman. 
It is doubtful 
if there is a commercial tourist in 
the state who is better known along 
the line of the narrow gauge and 
through the country south of there, 
and also along the line of the K aty 
and out to E l Dorado Springs,than 
was Jim Gatlin. 
For twenty-three years he had 
been 
visiting 
the 
country 
mer­ 
chants in the territory named, and 
without exception the news of his 
death will be sorrowfully received, 
while many will drop a tear to the 
memory of as good a man as ever 


lived. 
Mr. G atlin’s 
trip to Bunceton 
was only his third or fourth, as it 
was new territory compared with 
that south of here, but he already 
had friends without number, and 
they will join their brother mer­ 
chants in Benton, Hickory, Polk, 
Henry and other counties south in 
dropping a tear to his memory. 
Mr. Gatlin was a member of the 
Cumberland Presbyterian church. 
He also belonged to the 
Masonic 
order, to the Travelers’ Protective 
association and to Gen. Geo. 
R . 
Smith post No. 5 3» 
having served in the war of the re­ 
bellion as first sergeant of Co. G, 
Forty-second 
]Missouri 
volunteer 


infantry. 
The funeral will take place from 
the house at 8 o’clock tomorrow 
morning.

For many a long clay John B ull has

been a conlirmed believer in the old 
adage ‘‘a jienny saved is 
a 
penny 
gained.” 
lie has put the precept into 
practice for more than three-quarters 
of a ccnturv. 
D uring the great ^^' av era which 
ushered in the fast closing century 
eJolin Bull was suddenly impressed 
with the fact that he hadidt a penny 
laid by for a rainy day and the rainy 
da}’s were upon him with a vengeance. 
B u t John B ull was not quite so 
played out as certain evil counselors 
tried to show. 
True, his back was 
against the wall, but it had long been 
his custom when thus situated to hit 
straight out from the shoulder, and 
doing so again he settled not only Ids 
own very tangled affairs, but those of 
a good many of his ncighl) ors. 
Napoleon found himself unavoida­ 
bly compelled to retire from the iield 
of European polities, leaving John 
Bull at peace, but, alas! with 
very 
empty pockets and some shockingly 
long bills to pay. 
Whereupon John 
Bull began to settle the bills, while 
at the same lime he commenced to 
save a little here and a little tJiere by 
careful contrivance. 
In 1817 savings 
banks were first ollicially recognized 
as state institutions, and the govern­ 
ment took charge of the 
savings.

at a time. 
When Queen M etoria ascemh-d the 
throne tlic counlTv had amassed just 
$100,000,000, and each year of her 
reign saw that amount increased until 
the terrible Irish ] iota to famine of 
1817-18 temporarily reduced the sav­ 
ings of tlie nation from $100,000.000 
ill 18-lG to $111,000,000. 
U p to 18G1 all the savings of the 
countrv had been made through the 
medium of hundreds of savings l.'nnk^ 
managed by trustees, who invi st(‘d 
their funds with the naiional delit 
commissioners. 
In 18G1, under tlic 
auspices of Sir Howland Hill as post­ 
master-general, the ] ) 0st office com­ 
menced its savings liank branch. 
A t 
the present time about 230 of tlie old 
savings banks still carry on bii.^incss, 
and have $212,323,080 of depo.-itii, 
while the post oilice holds $o80,000,- 
000. 
What becomes of all these mil­ 
lions?

conditions she shall make not-

timn a speciiied .speed,, and that she 
shall he capable of maintaining this 
speed w'ithoiit rnjiiry to her engines. 
In manv contracts there i-" a claiibC 
to the eilk ct that \vhen spec d is devel­ 
oped in exces*.-' of the c*miract speed 
the builder shall he iiaid a certain

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BICYCLING IN GREECE. 


A Visit to 
Classic Scenes 
a-W heel 
The notion wliieli foreigners have 
of the roads of Greece, that tliey are 
bad compared with tliose of otlier 
countries, is an error. A bicy cle jour­ 
ney through Italy and Sicily 
dis­ 
abused me of that notion. The worst 
road that I ever tried was that be­ 
tween Casorta and Xaples, and the 
next worse was that leading to Eome 
from the north. There are, of course, 
some bad roads in Greece; but even 
Sicily , to say nothing of worse roads 
in Italy , cured me of coniplaining 
against Greece. For a pure pleasure 
ride, the road between Tripolitza and 
Sparta would be hard to matcli any ­ 
where in the world. 
It is in capital 
condition, and, on account of its gen­ 
tle grade, involvCvS very little walk­ 
ing. 
Six hours sulTice for the jour­ 
ney in either direction, and the view 
either way is superb. 
The 
ride 
through Aetolia and Acamania, re­ 
gions considered half civilized in the 
classical period of Greek history , 
but alway s fine in natural 
beauty , 
with big lakes and rivers that 'hnove 
in majest}^’ (a rare thing in Greece), 
hedged in by high mountains, is per­ 
haps the best in Greece. 
One rides 
from the shore of the Corinthian gulf, 
opposite Patras, to Aria (Ambracia), 
in two day s, with a comfortable night 
at Agrinion, passing 
the 
historic 
Missolonghi and visiting the ruins of 
Caly don, Pleuron (Eniodae, Stratos, 
Limnaea, and Amphilochian Argos; 
while to the right and left are otlier 
ruins which invite one to make de­ 
tours if one is not in a hurrv. And 
one ought not to omit tlie recently 
excavated Thermon, the ancient cap­ 
ítol of Aetolia, even if it does cost 
an extra dav. 
The long-known and 
¥ 
O 
impressive ruins of Oenidae, the chief 
city in Acarnania, also invite one to 
linger a whole day instead of spending 
a few hours in passing. 
The first five cities of ancient Greece 
in renown and interest were Athens, 
Sparta, Argos, Thebes and Corinth. 
One can ride from Athens to Idiobes 
or Corinth and hack in a single day : 
he can aho easily reach Argos from 
Athens in a day , and tliis leaver a 
rather long day ’s work for reacliiiig 
Sparta. 
Any good bicy clist would 
find it no great matter to leave Thebes 
and pay his respect to Athens on the 
■^rst day , visit Corinth anti Argos on 
. the next day . and sleep comfortably 
at Sparta the next night. — Paris

OLD SOL IS SHRINKING.

Sun Dies, the 
Freeze. 
Our sun is now a vellow star similar 
to Capella, and hence it will eventual­ 
ly become bluish-white like Sirius and 
Vega, say s Prof. T. J. J. Sec, in the 
Atlantic. 
The secular shrinkage of 
the sun’s radius will cause a steady 
rise in its teiu])erature, and when the 
body has reached tiie stage of Sirius, 
where the teinpCTa.ture 
is perlia|)s 
doubled, the light emitted will be­ 
come intensely blue. 
The tcui})cra- 
ture may be ex])ccted to go on rising 
till a smnli rad4us is attained, and 
finally , when the dense mass, intense­ 
ly hot, becomes inca{)able of finlher 
shrinkage, on account of increase in 
the molecular forces resisting conden­ 
sation, a cooling will gradually ensue, 
after which the body will liquefy and 
then rapidly decline in splendor. The 
sun. will tliencefortli bo wrajq)cd in 
everlasting darkness, and the chill of 
death will overtake the ])lanetary sy s­ 
tem. 
A condition of darkness thus 
follows close upon a period of intense 
brilliancy , and hcncc the obscurity of 
such bodies as* the companions 
of 
Sirius, Procy on and Algol. 
The 
most obscure satellites are thus asso­ 
ciated with some of the brightest and 
most intensely luminous stars in our 
sky ; and here the smaller of the two 
masses, as- in the case- of the planets of 
the solar sy stem, have developed most 
rapidly . 
In view of this approaching extinc­ 
tion of the sun’s activity , it becomes 
a matter of interest to inquire how 
long its heat will sustain life upon the 
earth. Though it is dillicult to sub­ 
mit the subject to accurate compu­ 
tation, it is easv to see that the ex- 
haustion of the sim’s' light and heat 
certainly will not occur for several 
hundred thousand, and perliaps not 
for several million y ears. 
Thus the 
ultimate doom of our sy stem need oe- 
cas-ion no anxiety among tliose now 
living, but the resnlt is philosophical­ 
ly interesting to those who look sc‘v- 
eral million y ears into the iutiM’c. 
As experiment lias shown tluit the 
sun's vertical ray s falling continuous­ 
ly upon terrestrial ice would melt a 
lay er three centimeters in thickness 
per day , it follows that a similar sliell 
of ice would form over the earth in 
case the sun's light and heat were cut 
off; thus in a month the whole earth 
would be frozen like the polar regions^, 
and only the deeper bodies of water, 
containing a great amount of luat. 
would remain in a liquid state. The 
oceans themselves would freeze ovi r 
within a few vears at the latest, and 
the winds and even the tides would 
cease to agitate the terrcsirial glu]>e, 
which would IieiU'cfortlî spin in its 
orbit as a rigid lifeless mass.

Colds and allied drieases are 
so 
easily induced in a hot climate, which 
keeps the pores of the skin constantly 
open, that few people escape being af­ 
flicted for many weeks at a time by 
some form of these distressing at­ 
tacks; and, once having contracted 
cold in the head, sore throat or in­ 
flamed lungs, it is difficult to assuage 
the trouble. 
The hot, moist air in 
sunshine, changing to a subtle chilli­ 
ness under a heavy shower, or to pos­ 
itivedarkness during the clearnights, 
constantly adds to the inflammation 
of the membranes unless the utmost 
caution is exercised. 
A susceptible 
person or a victim to colds must take 
prompt measures to alleviate the sim­ 
ple trouble, or it may be followed by 
pneumonia, or by the far worse and 
more invidious disease, consumption. 
Woolen abdominal bandages are ad­ 
vocated as a means of reducing tlie 
danger of rapid changes in the sur­ 
face temperature of the body , and are 
undoubtedly worthy of consideration. 
The wrifer, however, prefers to dress 
with a f^ir degree of warmth, gener­ 
ally wearing thin 
cotton under­ 
clothes, protected by light woolen 
overclothes. 
While in this way one 
may become overheated, the cooling- 
off process is not nearly so dangerous 
with a complete covering of noncon­ 
ducting woolen materials as it is with 
the thin cotton and linen clothes af­ 
fected by the native population. It 
is a good plan alway s to put on heavier 
clothes at night. 
If y ou feel the 
slightest chilliness, exercise, or put 
on a light overcoat. 
By following 
these suggestions the grave afflictions 
of local congestion may be largely 
prevented.— Harper’s Weekly .

‘"He got some of my 
m oney ,” wrote Barnds to Chief 
Postoffice Inspector Dice in 
St. 
Louis, “ and his scheme was work ed 
as explained in the Post-Dispatch 
and reproduced in the 
D e m o c r a t . 
H e is a smooth individual, but he 
has crazy notions in his head about 
stock companies.” The Post-Dis­ 
patch of Sunday say s: 
^ 
In the fall of 
1S9 8 Hamilton 
was a guest at Le Grand hotel in 
Sedalia. 
H e dressed well and was 
k now n around the hotel as a good 
l^mixer. 
T o several prominent business 
men he submitted a proposition to 
bottle and offer for sale the mineral 
w ater at Sweet Springs, Mo. 
He 
proposed to organize with an enor­ 
mous capital. 
The idea did not 
meet with favor, and finding luck 
against him he quit Sedalia, leav­ 
ing behind several unpaid bills. ^ 
So far as 
k now n 
the 
U n­ 
iversal 
Novelty 
company 
or 
any of its multifarious branches, 
never 
p^^ld a 
cent 
in 
divi­ 
dends, and the warehouse and fac­ 
tories from which the goods are 
said to have been shipped are de­ 
clared my ths. 
Inform ation of H am ilton and 


Blak e’s methods reached the post- 
office inspectors’ department about 
a week ago. 
After a brief investi­ 
gation a w arrant was sworn out 
against them. 
Postoffice Inspector E dw ard L. 
McKee was assigned to the case. 
H e has already gathered much im­ 
portant evidence. 
Over a hundred 
letters are on file in the postofiice 
inspector’s department from per­ 
sons who claim to 
have 
been 
swindled by Blak e & Co., and the 
complaints are piling higher with 
every mail. 
‘T t is the most remark able case,” 
said 
Chief 
Postoffice 
Inspector 
Dice, “ that has ever come under 
my observation. Apparently Blak e 
and Hamilton had schemes to mak e 
all sorts of money . 
Persons sub­ 
scribing for their stock would vol­ 
untarily be willing to wait awhile 
before the great dividend was de­ 
clared. 
In this way the concern 
had time to jump from place to 
place, and change its name con­ 
stantly . 
“ They took whatever sura they 
could get for the stock . 
In some 
inisances they disposed of a big 
block for $ 100. 
The leading arti­ 
cle advertised for awhile as their 
chief money -mak er was a phos­ 
phate, of which it had been repre­ 
sented 10,000 pints were sold in 
Springfield, O. 
Then there was 
the invalid chair, which Blak e and 
Hamilton asserted was a veritable 
gold nugget. 
“ Our investigation shows they 
had but two chairs in stock at 615 
Chestnut street, which was sup­ 
posed to be one of their big store 
rooms. 
Their

heads contained the most preten­ 
tious announcements.

VAST QUANTITIES OF FOOD. 


Required to Supply All the People of 
the Earth. 
While the world, thanks to 
the 
fields of North America, has proba­ 
bly grown in 189 8-9 9 the greatest 
crop of wheat ever harvested, as one 
result of the depletion of American 
herds and the devotion of an other­ 
wise impossible 10,000,000 acres to 
wheat production, yet we must not 
lose sight of the fact that, while the 
year’s harvest probably exceeds the 
great world crop of 189 4 by some 50,- 
000,000 bushels, requirements have 
increased by more than 100,000,000 
bushels, and the product of the har­ 
vest of 189 8-9 9 was drawn upon a 
month earlier than usual in order 
to eke out defective supplies from the 
harvest of 189 7-9 8. 
That is, while 
the world harvest of 189 8-9 9 appears 
to he some 50,000,000 bushels great­ 
er than the greatest jircccding year, 
yet it is defective by reason of a great 
increase in requirements since lS 9 i, 
as well as by the fact that it must 
meet tlie needs of 13 instead of 12 
months. 
Basing an estimate 
of 
require­ 
ments for the 189 8-9 9 harvest year 
upon the known increase of popula­ 
tion and the consumption of recent 
wears as indicated by estimates, most­ 
ly official, of production in such years, 
the “ hread-eating” populations 
of 
European lineage inhabiting Europe, 
the United States, Canada, x\ustral- 
asia, Argentina, 
Uruguay, 
Chili, 
South Africa, Siberia and the whites 
of the islands and tropical colonies 
of Europe, will need some 2,360,000,- 
000 bushels of wheat, plus the 160,- 
000,000 or more bushels required to 
cover the thirteenth month. Accept­ 
ing the highest reputable estimate 
of the outturn of the 189 8-9 9 har­ 
vest in the regions named, and add­ 
ing 40,000,000 bushels for possible 
imports from southern 
Asia 
and 
North Africa, the available supply 
aggregates 
2,380,000,000 
bushels. 
Granting that these estimates are ap­ 
proximately correct, it will be neces­ 
sary to make anticipatory drafts upon 
the harvest of 189 9 for about 140,- 
000,000 bushels, showing that even 
with the largest outturns the accu­ 
mulation of reserves to tide over such 
defective harvests as that of 189 7 is 
no longer possible, the power to make 
such accumulations having 
disap­ 
peared in the absence of acreage in­ 
creases proportioned to the increase 
of the consuming populations.— Self- 
Culture iWagazine.
